LABELS IN THE SALES LOT. 


How meager is the acquaintance 
of the ordinary citizen with the 
names of plants must be known to 
every nurseryman. Scarcely a hand- 
ful of the commonest trees and 
shrubs can be called by any sort of 
name by the average owner of the 
many thousands of new homes that 
are now being built throughout the 
country. 

Yet to these ordinary homeowners 
retail nurserymen must look for the 
largest aggregate volume of their 
sales. Though only a couple of trees 
and a few shrubs are planted about 
each new home, the multiplication 
of these small plantings produces a 
large total of stock sold. 

If these new homeowners could 
be induced to add an extra tree or 
shrub to each purchase, nursery sales 
would receive a big boost. If their 
interest in plants and knowledge of 
their names could be increased, the 
result would be an impetus, not only 
to current sales, but to succeeding 
years’ as well. 

Why, then, let these new custom- 
ers wander about the sales lot looking 
at trees and shrubs, and then order 
by pointing and asking for one of this 
and two or three of that? 

If the plants in the sales lot were 
plainly labeled, by row, bed or lot, 
if not individually, these new cus- 
tomers, while wandering about wait- 
ing for a salesman, might pick up at 
least a few plant names to retain in 
their memories. 

They would have much more in- 
terest and pride in those trees and 
shrubs on their grounds whose names 
they could repeat as they compared 
notes with the neighbors or discussed 
within the family the progress of 
their plantings. 

Then, too, there are many cus 
tomers of the nurseryman who know 
a limited number of plants by name. 
Their visits to the nursery would 
stimulate their purchases by adding 
to their knowledge and interest—at 
no cost to the nurseryman. 

These are considerations in addi- 
tion to the most important one that 
labeling of plants in the sales lot 
makes customers’ selections easier and 
quicker. More sales can be made in 
a given time with a smaller staff of 
salesmen than if the latter must an-

swer the constant repetition of 
“What's this?” and “What's that?” 

All this sounds elementary. But 
there are some very attractive nurs- 
ery sales lots about the country that 
are quite inadequately—and some- 
times not at all—supplied with plant 


labels. 





PLANS FOR HOME GROUNDS. 


When the retail nurseryman is 
called upon by a new customer for 
advice as to planting his grounds, he 
tries to encourage in the mind of the 
prospect the desirability of a plan, or 
design. 

In the trade, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that a better. more artistic 
and longer-satisfying planting is ob- 
tained by the homeowner through 
the use of a design. Whether it is 
achieved in one season or done in 
installments over a period of several 
years, the home planting that follows 
the plan of a competent landscape de- 
signer is certain to be a source of 
more pride on the part of the owner 
as well as the nurseryman. 

Yet the nurseryman has difficulty 
convincing many customers on this 
point. He has to present all the 
arguments—that the plan will actu 
ally save money in the long run, that 
the planting will be more permanent, 
that it will give more pleasure, etc 

and still they are brushed away 
probably because the thought of a 
design is associated with a contract 
in the mind of the customer, while 
he has been thinking merely of buy 
ing a few trees and shrubs for his 
yard. 

In this respect, it seems, the pros 
pective customers of nurserymen 
need education. It is rather late to 
start it when a sale is in the making. 
Some preparatory groundwork would 
open the prospect's mind to consid- 
eration of a prepared design. 

During very recent years, some 
mention of the desirability of a 
planting plan has appeared in the 
garden magazines, but they have 
been rather casual. The better books 
on home gardening dwell on the 
advisability of a preliminary design, 
but these seldom get into the hands 
of homeowners until the critical time 
has passed. 

Perhaps the garden columnists in 
the daily newspapers can be prevailed 
upon to give this subject more space 
The nurseryman himself can stress 
it in his advertising. In fact, an early 
season mailing piece might be de- 


voted to this topic. Indeed, a book 
let on the subject might be added to 
the series prepared for its members’ 
use by the A. A. N. And, of course, 
it is to be hoped that the public rela 
tions counsel of the national associa 
tion will recognize the extraordinary 
opportunity for missionary work 
here. 





SUGGESTION BOX. 


Not long ago there appeared on 
this page comment on the use of a 
suggestion box by large corporations 
to obtain money-saving ideas from 
their employees, who received suit- 
able rewards. The adaptability of 
this practice to the nursery business 
was a matter of query. 

One reader wants to enlarge the 
scope of the suggestion box for this 
industry by making it a feature, not 
of individual firms, but of this maga- 
zine. He would like to see the readers 
present experiences and useful ideas 
in a column that would appear regu- 
larly 


The editor regards the magazine 
as a perennial suggestion box of that 
sort for its readers. It is not a text- 
book nor a work of reference. It is 
only in part a news periodical. The 
presentation of ideas and information 
of value to nurserymen, landscape 
planters, arborists and the like is its 
main reason for being. 

On that account, the more practical 
its columns, the better. The closer to 
the soil that its information orig- 
inates, the more valuable it is. We 
agree with the reader that the sub- 
scribers would benefit by contribut- 
ing their own findings. The sugges 
tion box is open.

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Sign Advertising for the Nursery 


Signs for nurserymen present a 
special problem. It is just as proper 


for a nurseryman to advertise his 


business or to guide customers to his 


grounds by means of a sign as it is for 
any other businessman. But the 
nurseryman, who should be the lead- 
ing exponent of a beautiful com 
munity landscape, must be careful to 
use a sign which is in keeping with 
that ideal. A few principles of sign 
idvertising for the nurseryman are 
ccordingly here offered. 

Nursery signs should be subdued 
ind dignified. On first thought this 
might seem to preclude the use of 
large signs, but this is not necessarily 
so. A large sign properly designed 
and located can impress by its very 
mass and still be restrained. 

Give careful thought to the word- 
ing of your sign. Make it clear and 
concise. Err on the side of brevity. 
Remember that most of the readers 
f your sign will be riding in auto- 
mobiles traveling thirty miles an hour 
or more: so make the message one 
that can be read at a glance. Instead 
f “We do high-grade landscape work 
it low cost,” it is better to say, “Land 
scape Service,” and let the dignity

of your sign speak for the quality of 
your work. A simple listing of “Ever- 
greens, Shrubs, Roses, Vines” will 
be more effective than “We carry a 
complete line of nursery stock.” 

Engineers often remark that poor 
lettering spoils a blueprint, while 
good lettering can make a poor plate 
seem a good job. No matter how 
well made or expensive your sign 
may be, if the lettering is poor the 
sign will make a correspondingly poor 
It will produce the same 
effect as a nursery where the tools 
are scattered about carelessly and the 
weeds are waist high. This point 
cannot be stressed too strongly. The 
style of the lettering should be sim 
ple; fancy letters are hard t 

In designing your sign, 
originality, but avoid the bizarre. An 
original design will attract attention, 
but a too freakish layout will divert 
the attention you are trying to attract 
How often have you been impressed 
by some striking advertisement only 
to find that after turning the page 
you could not remember what it was 
advertising? 

An illuminated sign will work for 
you twenty-four hours a day. One

way of lighting it is to fasten several 
lights with reflectors to the top of the 
sign and direct the rays downward. 
As these are unattractive in the day- 
time, a better method is to use flood 
lights from below. which can be con 
cealed by shrubs. Because of the 
diffused glow from neon signs they 
cannot be read from any great dis 
tance, but they are effective in front 


of nurseries within city limits, where 
traffic is slower 
Locate your sign where it will be 


the most effective. One of the best 
spots is on the outside of a curve at 
right angles to the road. (Signs 
placed parallel to the axis of the high 
way are difficult to read.) If the sign 
is to direct attention to your location, 
be sure to place it down the highway, 
from one-eighth to one-quarter of a 
mile if possible, so that the motorist 
will have an opportunity to slow 
down before he reaches your place 
Investigate laws pertaining to high 
way advertising before erecting your 
sign. Some states require that all signs 
along the highway be placed entirely 
off the right of way

Tree-Land, Inc., is a 
child born of the last depression 
Prior to that time I was a salesman 
calling on the trade in New England 
ind Westchester county for the 
Boulevard Nurseries, Newport, R. | 
The crash came, and I need not go 
into that any further, but the Boule 
vard Nurseries had a good deal ot 
first-class nursery stock to sell and no 
buyers. I convinced the nursery that 
1. sales ground located in or around 
Boston would be a good means of 
selling stock, and after considerable 
time and effort Tree-Land, Inc., came 
into being in March, 1934 

Before we consider the subject of 
merchandising, I should like to talk 
briefly on the sales ground itself 
Location is a most important factor 
[ believe a sales ground should be 
situated on a main thoroughfare, not 
too distant from a populated area, 
for if you are too far away from any 
city you are apt to have to depend 
upon transient business, and to have 
ny degree of success you cannot de 
pend entirely upon that. I should 
*stimate that at least seventy per cent 
f our business today comes from 
regular customers. 

Buildings need not be overly pre 
tentious, but should be clean, well 
painted and substantial in appearance 
A lath house and a greenhouse are. 
t course, Being located 
m the right side of the road is also 
mportant, and good accessible drive 
musts. Ample stock, well

In our own sales grounds, besides 

complete selection of small sizes of 
nursery stock, we carry a good stock 
of specimen plants at all times, such 
as large hemlocks, yews, crab apples 
ind dogwoods. Having this specimen 
plant material available impresses the 
retail public, and the items are also 
extremely profitable for us to handle 
As I am not going into detail with 
regard to equipment, I| shall merely 
say that we have two hydraulic tail 
gate lifts for handling this large mate 
rial, which have proved to be a won 
derful investment 

During our selling season, which 
extends from March to December 
we have so much stock on hand that 
it is dificult to move around; plant 
material is everywhere, in the lath 
house and sales bays, in the driveways 
ind in our packing shed. Actually 
the customers have to walk 
them to get around, and they love it 
There is a kind of 
fusion. 

All plants are tagged and priced 
with picture tags whenever possible 
Customers love to browse around and 
themselves if the

plants are priced and tagged. In our 
busy season, we have many extra 


salesmen, but we have found that all 
the salesmen need not be horticultur 


ists. Questions which these extra 
men cannct answer are referred to 
uur regular staff. In this way, re 
vardless of how busy we are, we ar 





ible to know our customers better 
Each regular salesman has a business 
card with his name on it and gives 
one to each of his customers. This 
encourages the customer to ask for 
a particular salesman and helps estab- 
lish a pleasant relationship between 
the customer and the salesman 

Each salesman has been instructed 
not to misrepresent the plant material 
he is selling Because of this I believe 
we have overcome the feeling of 
doubt which existed when we first 
opened our sales grounds. I can re 
call the hesitancy of many customers 
to buy from a place which they con 
sidered a roadside business. Many 
bought timidly at first, thinking, no 
doubt, that our plants would not 
live. However, our stock was of the 
finest, our prices were attractive and 
our location was one of the best; so we 
had things a great deal in our favor 

We knew that a new enterprise 
must be nursed to prosper and that 
we must build up the public’s confi- 
dence in us, which was accomplished 
to some extent by making replace 
ments when necessary and, above all, 
by doing it cheerfully and willingly 
This particular policy of making re 
placements proved so successful and 
profitable to both our firm and our 
customers that it led to the guarantee 
we now maintain publicly 

Included in all our advertising and 
catalogs, Guar 
inteed nursery stock: We guarantee 
all plant material sold by us to be in 
ndition, so that with rea 

losses will be reduced 


our guarantee reads 


first-class c 
sonable cart 
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to a minimum. Should any plant 
purchased from us at retail prices fail 
to start within sixty days we will re- 
place free of charge. Our guarantee 
is void on accounts not paid within 
thirty days after invoice.” 

In regard to advertising, we have 
proved to our own satisfaction that 
money spent for this purpose is a 
good investment. However, advertis- 
ing to be effective must be consistent. 
We have found newspapers the best 
medium for our type of business, al- 
though we have used the radio as 
well with good results. For the past 
several years we have advertised con- 
sistently in the Boston newspapers. 
We prefer to advertise individual 
items, either singly or collectively, at 
a price, such as rose Pra ws s, fruit trees 
and evergreens. Using this method, 
we may tell from week to week by 
the returns realized exactly how effec- 
tive our advertising is. Actually, by 
using newspaper advertising we have 
made our Monday and Tuesday busi- 
ness, which in the past was our slow- 
est, as good as our week-end business. 
We advertise on the garden page on 
Sundays and repeat the same adver- 
tisement the following Wednesday, 
thus securing complete coverage 

Our business the past year showed 
an increase of thirty-five per cent 
over the previous year, and I attribute 
most of this to our extensive adver 
tising. This year we began advertis 
ing in January with excellent results, 
sO good, in fact, that we are going to 
continue the program for the rest of 
the winter. 

Realizing, of course, that advertis 
ing in January would have to be more 
or less sensational to secure results, 
I decided to offer fruit trees at 79 
cents each, six for $4. This, I realize, 
is an exceptional value, but, never 
theless, selling 18,000 fruit trees in 


three weeks is more than I expected, 
particularly when we requested cash 
with order for April delivery. I was 
fortunate enough to have bought a 
quantity of fruit trees at an extremely 
low price, which enabled me to make 
this offer. 

We handle as little bare-root stock 
as possible, with the exception of 
privet and barberry. At the start of 
the season we handle some dormant 
rosebushes, fruit trees and shrubs, 
but not any more than are necessary. 

We ball and burlap almost all 
shrubs, flowering trees, shade trees 
and a good many perennials. In the 
past few years we have also been 
putting as many plants as possible in 
paper pots, using a paper pot made 
by the Boulevard Nurseries. One fea 
ture we like about this pot is that 
you can plant pot and all. This cer- 
tainly helps, particularly with respect 
to rosebushes. It keeps our losses at 
1. minimum. We pot perennials of 
the larger type, including phlox, 
peonies and day lilies, also grapevines, 
euonymus, ivies, honeysuckles and 
clematis, everything in from 
rugosa to hugonis, other plants, such 
as Japanese maples, wistarias, labur 


roses 


nums, althaeas, Viburnum carlesi, 
buddleia and, in fact, almost all the 
shrubs. 

We also carry a number of hardy 


lilies in pots, including Madonna, 
rubrum and regale. These lilies sell 
well as started plants and need not 
be in bloom to sell. The past few 
years, like many other firms, we have 
been importing from Holland and 
Belgium some of the items, 
such as Ghent azaleas, magnolias, hy 
brid rhododendrons and Hydrangea 
petiolaris, and we have potted all 
these plants with great success. 
We sell sweet williams, alyssums,

Nurserymen have been called farm 
ers who went broke farming and 
thought the nursery business was a 
lazy man’s way to come back. At one 
time there might have been some jus 

tion for such a definition among 
small percentage of nurserymen 

It has been said that the nursery 
husiness has not attained the dignity 

f a science or profession, but I am 

t so sure that that statement can 

t be successfully challenged 

The trained horticulturist has only 
ust begun when he receives his col 
lege degree. In order to become well 
nformed the nurseryman must absorb 

great deal of horticultural informa 
tion. On the other hand, there are 
still probably too many farming pra 
tices with not enough scientific re 
search and certainly not enough 
business methods employed by nurs 
as a whole 


-rymen 
As a young man I grew up in the 
hardware business, and after ten 
~ars I came to the conclusion that

it required a great deal of work and 


study to become a master hardware 
merchant. Now, after more than 


twenty years in the nursery business. 
I am convinced that I have not even 
scratched the surface of the nursery 
business. My definition of a nursery 
man is one who, after a lifetime of 
study and application, will admit that 
he knows extremely little about the 
irsery business 
It is encouraging to note that nurs 
rymen are turning for better meth 
ds and information to the men who 
have made a study of plant diseases 
nd their cause, prevention and cure, 
to men who have made a study of 
soil analysis, of fertilizers and of in 
sect damage to crops 

During the past twelve years the 
nursery industry has cooperated ex 
tensively with colleges and looks to 
them for guidance more than ever 
before. So far so good, but the fact 
still remains that it is the machinery 
in the inner office, the control, which 
decides the prices, and it is the long 
range policy which decides whether

lot and possibly some heeling in 
ground. In what other line of busi 
ness is it necessary to look so far 
ahead, to take such chances, to gamble 
if you please, and if you lose, to know 
that there is no chance of a fire sale 
or other means of protection? 

At the present time most nursery 
men have from three years or more 
of crops under protection. They are 
asked to guess what the demand will 
be, not only for 1948 and 1949, but 
for 1950 and possibly for years to 
come. Their products cannot be 
brushed off if they are not sold and 
put back in stock. Perhaps they sold 
20,000 peach trees in 1947. Estimat 
ing that that is about normal for 1948 
and for 1949 and 1950, they gauge 
their planting accordingly. Then th 
price of peaches (the fruit) drops 
and they find that for 1949 there is 
no demand for peach trees. There is 
no salvage: the nurserymen just take 
their trees out to the brush pile and 
have a jolly litle fire. Maybe they 
have been conservative, but all at 
once they find that the country is 
flooded with peach trees, and the next 
thing they hear is that some “weak 
sister” has cut the price, hoping t 
salvage his lot. Perhaps he runs to 
some chain store and makes it a pric« 
below cost. and then there may be a 
big advertisement in the paper offer 
ing peach trees at about half their 
honest worth 

It is situations such as these that 
nurserymen have to cope with whict 
make the nursery business a pre 
carious one. All the profits of sev 
eral years may be wiped out by some 
one who has become panicky and 
causes a landslide. It is situations such 
as these that call for sober judgment 
Before any nurseryman is a party to 
starting such a calamity. he should 
give it a lot of serious consideration 
remembering that in order to try t 
take advantage of such a situation 
he will ruin dozens of reputable co 
cerns. When a price war starts and 
nurserymen put prices on the tobog 
gan, it is a lot harder to bring them 
back than it is to lower them. This 
is not a plea, nor an argument for 
higher prices. It is an argument for 
living prices that return a fair profit 
and in this business as in any other, 
there are a lot of costs which must 
be considered beside the planting, 
budding and digging of the trees 

Nurserymen know that they must 
carry surplus stock, for it is impos 
sible to guess sales within 100 per 


cent of this stock. Probably a twenty 
per cent surplus is not too much mat 
gin. Add to this the overhead, rent, 
office and sales help, insurance, ma 
chinery repairs and 
dozens of other items too numerous 
to mention, and then nurserymen 
begin to see an actual cost picture of 
their trees 

I well remember talking few 
years ago with a nurseryman from a 
neighboring town who came into our 
office. In the course of conversation 
we discussed prices. He told me the 
figures at which he was selling, and 
I ventured the opinion that his prices 
could not show him a profit 

“Well,” he said, “it 
me much to do business 
our land, the boys and I do 
work, and we haven't 
head.” 

Looking outside I noticed that he 
had a new auto pickup and I remarked 
about it 

“Yes,” he said. “my old one burned 
up, and I didn’t have any insurance

It cost me over $1,000 to replace it.” 
I asked him if he had considered 
that $1,000 in his cost of doing busi 


ness 

“Why. no! I hadn't thought of it 
that way,” he said 

I probably have not said anything 
that nurserymen do not know already, 
but knowing something and acting 
accordingly are two different things 
Nurserymen have a reputable profes 
sion; so let them treat it like one. Did 
you ever hear of a surgeon offering 
bargains in operations? How many 
lawyers do you know that offer to 
take your case on a cut rate? Both 
the surgeon and the lawyer consider 
that there are certain professional 
ethics to be observed. Nurserymen 
should try to be just as ethical. Let 
them expect that the other nursery 
man is entitled to his share of the 


business, and not try to take it away 
by cheap, shoddy practices 
It should be made more difficult 


for anyone to enter the nursery busi 
ness, not only for the good of the 
nursery business, but as a protection 
for the general public. As it is now 
here in Washington, any plumber, 
barber or peddler can become a full 
fledged nurseryman by paying a $5 
license at Olympia. In fact, a good 
many do not even pay the required 
$5. I believe the nurseryman should 
have certain qualifications before he 
is allowed to go into business. He

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Plastic Prolongs Life of Cut Foliage 


Results with a new plastic material 
called Geon Latex which has been 
found to prolong the life of plant 
materials when applied as a spray 
coat on the surfaces of the plants are 
reported by C. H. Hamner, J. B 
Gartner and F. L. O’Rourke in the 
February quarterly bulletin of the 
Michigan argricultural experiment 
station, East Lansing 

Tested on various cut evergreen 
branches, mistletoe and Christmas 
trees, the new product, which was 
developed by the B. F. Goodrich 
Chemical Co., Cleveland, O., is non 


toxic, moistureproof and odorless 
It is a water-dispersible polyvinyl 
resin. Upon drying, the chemical 


leaves a transparent film with a low 
vapor moisture transmisison, reduc 
ing the transpiration and prolonging 
the life of the plant. The coating is 
highly flexible, and different thick 
nesses may be obtained by either 
varying the concentration or the 
number of applications. In addition, 
the new plastic will not burn or sup 
port combustion and when subjected 
to a flame it only chars, rendering 
plant material sprayed with Geon 
Latex somewhat fire-resistant 

Extensive tests were conducted at 
the college on cut evergreens, Christ 
mas trees and mistletoe, and excellent 
results were obtained. The effectiy 
life of the Christmas tree was mor 
than tripled, including that of th 
Norway spruce, which lasted mor 
than three weeks under a number 
of treatments without serious needk 
drop. Shown in the illustration on 
this page are two Norway 
trees. The spruce on the left was 
untreated, and the one on the right 
was treated with a ten per cent solu 
tion of Geon Latex 


spruce 


Preliminary trials indicated that for 
Norway spruce a spray containing 
Geon Latex at a concentration of ten 
per cent of solid material was most 
desirable. As a result of these pre 
liminary findings. most of the sub 
sequent tests were conducted with a 
ten per cent solution of the chem 
ical. On the advice of the B. F. Good 
rich Chemical Co., a wetting agent 
was added to insure better coverage 
of plants. 

In experiments with cut branches 
of Norway spruce, Chinese arbor- 
vitae, American arborvitae and white 
pine, twenty uniform bundles of 
branches from each group were se 
lected and weighed. Ten bundles 
from each group were treated with a 
ten per cent solution of Geon Latex 
by spraying the solution onto the 


foliage until complete saturation was 
obtained. Ten bundles from each 
group were left untreated as checks 
The treated bundles, together with 
those untreated, were then hung in 
a room in which the temperature 
was maintained at 85 degrees Fahren 
heit with a humidity of twenty per 
cent. The branches were then 
weighed at intervals to determine the 
amount of water lost from each 
group. Untreated plants, in most 
cases, lost considerably more water 
than did treated plants. Untreated 
Norway spruces, for example, lost 
sixty-one per cent of their weight, 
while the treated plants lost only 
rorty eight per cent of their weight 

In tests conducted with mistletoe, 
ten branches were sprayed with a ten 
per cent solution of Geon Latex, and 
ten were left untreated as checks 
Weights were taken at intervals t 
determine water loss, and it was 
found that untreated branches had 
lost forty-one per cent of their 
weight, while treated branches had 
lost only twenty-two per cent 

To obtain information

treated as checks. The trees were 
then placed in a room in which the 
temperature was maintained at 85 
degrees Fahrenheit and the humidity 
at twenty per cent. Observations 
were taken at daily intervals, and the 
difference between treatments was 
noted 

Treatments with commercial waxes 
were not so effective in preventing 
needle drop, and, in addition, com 
mercial wax “A” caused marked 
browning of the needles after fiv 
days. The untreated trees, as well 
as those treated with the commercial 
waxes, started to drop their needles 
ifter four days, and severe dropping 
was noted after ten days. The trees 
treated with a ten per cent solution 
of Geon Latex maintained a fres} 
ippearance throughout the 10-day 
trial and dropped only a few needles 
Subsequent tests using smaller trees 
of Norway spruce completely con 
firmed the results that were obtained 
with the Geon Latex material 

Geon Latex may be sprayed with 
iny type of sprayer, or the plant 
material may be dipped in the solu 
tion. After an application, the coating 
requires from fifteen minutes to an 
hour to dry, depending upon the con 
entrations and temperatures. It has 
been found that plant materials can 
not be treated while in a frozen state 
r after having been chilled in the

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Worth-while Eastern American Plants 


Not all the worthwhile woody 
lant materials have come to us from 
ther continents. There are numer 
us eastern American plants which 
have real garden value. It is true that 
they are not all as showy, numerous 
ind adaptable to widespread planting 
1s the most popular of plants of this 
class, rhododendrons and azaleas 
And some of them are limited in the 
way in which they may be worked 
into garden pictures and hence will 
never become volume sellers. Even 
so, in these days when planting lists 
we becoming more and more stream 
lined and standardized, it is well to 
remember a few of the plants which 
were introduced into gardens from 
near-by woods without reproof by 
plant collectors from abroad. Also, 
it is well to remember that American 
roadsides may be planted more suc 
cessfully with native plants 

There was a time, however, when 
the eastern part of the United States 
was the locale of some fairly rugged 
plant explorations which were con 
ducted by Bartram and Michaux, 
mong others. These early explorers 
were often field agents for European 
plantsmen, who early recognized the 
garden value of many American 
plants. This interest is reflected in 
plant names, such as fothergilla 
which commemorates John Fother 
gill, an eighteenth century British 
physician, who was actively interested 
in new plants. Fothergillas are good 
plants to have named after one be 
cause they are hardy relatives of 
witch hazels, which grow into neat 
bushes with showy spikes of white 
flowers in spring about the time that 
the leaves unfold. The leaves of the 
fothergillas are like those of witch 
hazels in appearance and turn yellow 
or crimson in autumn, depending 
upon exposure of the late 
sun, 

Three species, or at least the names 
of three species, are known in Ameri- 
can gardening. One of these, Fother- 
gilla  gardeni, distinctive 
enough in that it is a slow-growing, 
symmetrical shrub which has an ulti- 
mate height of about three feet. Its 
branches are both erect and spreading 
and form a well rounded outline. In 
the other two species, F. major and 
F. monticola, the distinctions are less 
clear. For garden purposes, the stock 
distributed under the name of F. mon- 
ticola, or Alabama fothergilla, seems 
to be more garden worthy. It grows 
to a spreading or rounded 6-foot

However, as seen in northern gat 
dens, they are large. open, gray 
barked shrubs. The Carolina silver 


bell, Halesia carolina, is less vigorous 


than the so-called mountain silver 
hell, Halesia monticola, and is the 
one most commonly grown. As seen 


in bloom at the back of a large bor 
der or as a specimen, both of these 
plants are attractive with their pend 
‘nt, white, bell-shaped flowers. The 
pink-flowering H. monticola rosea is 
highly desirable even though it is 
somewhat top tender in the north 

The amelanchiers are another 
group of desirable but poorly distin 
yuished native deciduous trees and 
shrubs. All of them 
stems and white or pinkish flowers, 
which, tradition has it, open when 
the shad are running in eastern rivers 
Hence. the common name of shad 
blow. Also, there is a_ tendency 
toward reddish coloration of the ex 
panding new leaves. In autumn, these 
leaves usually turn red. Amelanchiers 
bear edible fruits of varying sizes and 
shapes. They are, for the most part 
resistant to salt spray and to partial

Amelanchier laevis is a small tree

A native shrub more appropriate 

to the garden is the Carolina allspice 
Calycanthus floridus. A common item 
in the planting lists years ago, this 
shrub seems to have become less pop 
ilar recently, because according t 
the story, it has lost its fragrance, a 
fragrance which can make the plant's 
presence known at a considerable dis 
tance under certain atmospheric con 
ditions. Apparently what has hap 
pened is that most of the stock grown 
under this name is actually the far 
fragrant Calycanthus | fertilis 
The two species may be distinguished 
by a study of the lower leaf surfaces 
The leaves of the true Carolina all 
spice are hairy beneath, while those 
of C. fertilis are not. If this is the 
true explanation of why the current 
nursery plants of calycanthus lack 
that pervading fragrance in their 
chocolate-colored blooms, remedying 
the situation should be a fairly simple 
matter. Fragrant or not, calycanthus 
is also a plant which can withstand 
considerable shade. 

For a much lower, spreading, native 
shrub capable of forming an attrac 
tive ground cover or underplanting, 
‘specially in fairly moist and even 
partially shaded areas, there is the 
yellowroot, Zanthorhiza — simplicis 
sima. Its purplish flowers appear in 
May at about the time that the com 
pound leaves unfold. Being a plant 
that suckers freely, it is easily propa 
gated by divisions 

The same is true of the northern 
bayberry, Myrica pensylvanica. Any 
one who has ever tried to eliminate 
this sterile soil plant from abandoned, 
eroded land which it has taken over 
knows how difficult it is to eradicate 
by digging. Any sizable piece of

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2,4-D for Spring Nursery Weeds 


By Dr. A. M. S. Pridham and Fred J. Nisbet 


The rush period in nursery work 
and the period of rapid weed growth 
come at the same time, unfortunate 
ly. Asa result, it is common nursery 
practice to allow the cultivating to 
go until after the rush season is past 

This is a bad practice for several 
reasons. The weeds have achieved 
too great a start by late June and 
require too much labor and too deep 
cultivation for their removal. During 
their period of rapid growth they 
compete with the crop plants for fer- 
tility, moisture and sunlight. Also, 
some of these plants have sufficient 
time to mature seeds, which multiplies 
the problem. And last, a weedy 
plot is not a good investment in cus 
tomer relations 

The problem of how to handle the 
press of spring work and yet main 
tain a clean nursery has not been 
solved in all its aspects, but marked 
progress has been made during the 
past few years. 

Preemergence spraying with 2,4-D 
is noteworthy in this progress. A 
single application of this material in 
the spring will keep down many types 
of weeds, particularly broad-leaved 
kinds, through June. The 2,4-D 
should be applied in March or, if that 
is not possible, in April before the 
buds break. Spraying at this time 
will allow rapid and easy application, 
for most of the ornamental woody 
plants will not be injured at that 
time. 

Experimental results over several 
years showed that the following 
plants evidenced no injury, even 
when heavy concentrations of this 
material were used: All species of 
ligustrum, spiraea, viburnum and ber 
beris and all narrow leaved and 
broad-leaved evergreens. 

The following plants have shown 
symptoms of injury and should not 
be subjected to 2,4-D spray: Ace: 
ginnala, Syringa josikaea and Quercus 
imbricaria. 

Early application of this material 
would be made before the active 
growth of herbaceous perennials or 
before the planting of annuals; so 
trouble should not be encountered in 
that respect. A point that should not 
be overlooked is that the spraying 
may be done when fields are too wet 
to cultivate, yet are producing a 
large crop of weeds. 

Among the weeds readily con- 
trolled are dandelions, narrow-leaved 
and broad-leaved plantains and ger 
minating seeds of practically all other 


weeds, including grasses. Quack grass 
responds best when it is turned up 
and the roots are treated with 2,4-D 
at a rate of ten pounds per acre. This 
treatment applies also to Artemisia 
vulgaris, or chrysanthemum weed 
This procedure will at the same time 
destroy many other weeds that spread 
like quack when cultivated 
Such heavy applications as this, how 
ever, should be made only to fallow 
fields. The method may be adapted 
to artemisia in mature evergreen 
plantings by reducing the amount of 
2,4-D to five pounds per acre, which 
may be applied in conjunction with 
the last cultivation in the fall. After 
heavy applications, one or two 
months should elapse before planting 
lining-out stock. 

Annual bluegrass will not respond 
to less than eight pounds of 2,4-D 
per acre, but will show excellent kill 
with carrot spray (Stoddard’s Sol 
vent), which will also control chick- 
weed. Applications of 100 gallons 
per acre are effective, and if desired, 
this material may be mixed with 
2,4-D. The carrot spray will not in 
jure dormant narrow-leaved ever- 
greens, but should not be used during 
the growing season. 

Rates of application for 2,4-D have 
been well standardized, exclusive of 
practices such as soil treatment as 
mentioned before. It is suggested that 
five pounds of this material be used 
per acre, and this applies to either 
the acid or salt forms, either wet or 
dry. One and one-half gallons of the 
liquid forty per cent 2,4-D commer- 
cially available contain the required 
amount for one acre. 

How this standard amount should 
be diluted for application depends 
upon the type of equipment to be 
used. If the sprayer uses high pres- 
sure and develops a mist of the liquid 
beyond the nozzle, 100 gallons will 
be required at 100 pounds of pressure 
per square inch. If on the other 
hand, the low-volume, low-pressure 
equipment now generally accepted is 
used, the situation is changed. 

Nozzles used in this new type of 
equipment have an orifice of twenty- 
two hundredths of an inch. Such 
nozzles may be obtained from the 
Monarch Manufacturing Works, Inc., 
Philadelphia, Pa. (Monarch No. 22), 
or from the Spraying Systems Co., 
Chicago, Ill. (Spraying System No. 
650067). These nozzles discharge 
three gallons per hour at twenty-five 
pounds’ pressure. With a boom one

rod in length and carrying sevep 
nozzles at five miles per hour, ten 
acres would be covered per hour, and 
only twenty-one gallons of spray m 

terial would be required. This spray 
mixture, in such a case, would con 
sist of fifteen gallons of forty per cent 
2,4-D and six gallons of water 

It is necessary to stress again and 
again that 2,4-D is a valuable mate 
rial destined to produce great bene. 
fits in the control of weeds, but it is 
a material that must be handled witt 
care. Once a sprayer has been used 
for spraying 2,4-D it should be re 
served for use with that material 
alone. If it is later used for insecti 
cides or fungicides, damage may re 
sult, for traces of the material ar 
likely to remain in the sprayer r 
gardless of the most careful cleaning 
Also, keep all connections tight, s 
that no drip will have an opportunity 
of accumulating in any one spot and 
injuring plants as a result of an over 
dose. Never use 2,4-D on perennial 
herbaceous plants. 

With early application of 2,4-D, 
it is thus possible to secure good cor 
trol of most weeds through June 
That is excellent news for nursery 
men and takes much of the grief out 
of an old and knotty problem 








BARBERRY QUARANTINE. 


Inasmuch as the two newly devel 


oped varieties of Japanese barberry, 
globe and variegata, have been found 
to be horticulturally desirable and 
immune to the black stem rust, the 
United States Department of Agri 
culture bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine has amended its 
instruction pursuant to the black 
stem rust quarantine to include th 
two above plants in the list of rust 
resistant varieties of Japanese bar 
berry which may be shipped to any 
state without permit or restrictions 
under the quarantine regulations 
Other rust-resistant varieties whicl 
have already been exempted from 
quarantine restrictions are Berberis 
thunbergi atropurpurea, maximow 
iczi, minor and erecta and the species 
Berberis thunbergi.

While I was working out 
last week for a miniature 
for a client, a number of thoughts 
came to mind which may be of in 
terest to readers of the American 
Nurseryman First, however, it 
might be well to define the miniaturé 
border as it is meant in this connec 
tion, for it is not a border small in 
area. Instead, the problem was to 
clothe a rather large strip of ground 
with small plants, not necessarily rock 
garden subjects, but small versions of 
ordinary border plants. The range 
of choices, therefore, was narrowed 
down somewhat by the elimination 
of the ordinary rock garden plants 

Again we must remember the vital 
distinction in soil needs between the 
opulent growth of the ordinary bor 
der, with its towering delphinium 
and lupines, and the one we are now 
considering. The former type needs 
all the fertility it is possible to cram 
into the ground, while the latter is 
usually best when the soil tends to be 
lean. 

Blues were needed, of course, 
I could think of nothing better than 
the Asiatic delphinium, D. grandi 
florum, especially in its Tibetan 
variety, known in under 
various names, including variety cin 
erea and Blue Mirror, and D. tatsien 
ense. The last-mentioned is a better 
garden plant than its infrequent use 
would indicate, being especially desi: 
able because of its graceful branching 
habit and long flowering 
There are better blue shades in the 
genus, to be sure, and there are larger 
flowers, but fi STOW 
or more graceful. Its height of about 
eighteen inches, according to soil 
fertility, admirably suited it to our 
purpose 

However, the other plant, D 
grandiflorum cinerea, or otherwise, 
as you may prefer, is the prize of 
small larkspurs for almost any pur 
pose, according to my way of looking 
at these matters. It varies somewhat 
in color, but the general shade of 
dark sky blue is difficult to surpass in 
any plant. It also varies in height, 
depending upon fertility and space 
given. In the planting under con- 
sideration, it was recommended that 
young plants, preferably 2-month 
seedlings from pots, be planted not 
over four inches apart in light soil 
They should then grow not over a 
foot tall, bloom within three or four 
weeks after planting and continue 
during most of the summer. This

delphinium is one of the better small 
plants, and it has a myriad of uses 
in addition to the one mentioned 
It is a splendid cut flower, blooming 
within about two months from seeds 
Several years ago, when I first intro

The original 
purpose was to emphasize the point 
that one does not need tall plants t 
make a hardy border. 


Asphodels. 
A reader in Maryland asks for a 


few words on asphodels, especially 
with regard to hardiness and culture 

Although they are usually consid 
ered hardy, one allows them t 
main in the open here in northern 
Michigan at his peril, as I have 
learned to my disappointment several 
times. An asphodel may go through 
several winters unscathed, and then a 
snowless cold period will take it 
away. Just how much cold it is able 
to stand, I cannot say, although | 
suspect it would be hardy in all ex 
cept the most severe sections. It is 
said to be hardy in Illinois and Mas 
sachusetts, and I have seen lovely old 
specimens in Ohio. Wherever it i 
hardy, the unusual appearance of As 
phodeline lutea, the most common 
variety, bearing in June fragrant yel- 
low bells on 2 to 4-foot spikes, de 
pending upon the fertility of the soil 
and the age of the plant, would 
surely prompt gardeners to buy them 
Its easy culture in any dry sunny 
spot is also a strong recommendation 
It may be grown from fall-sown seeds 
and from divisions. 


Pink Shades in June. 


A reader in Massachusetts who has 
a large border to lay out and plant 
desires some ideas on the use of pink 
flowers, which he especially admires 
All I can do is to indicate my own 
preferences with regard to _ pink 
shades 

Pink appears to be the dominant 
color of the early garden, following 
the bulbous plants.

consumer’s dollar and attributed the 
decline in nursery business to fluctua. 
tions in the stock market, to buyers’ 
tending to hold on to their dollars 
or to spend them for conveniences 
they had awaited for many years and 
most of all, to the unfavorable 
weather conditions.

Medium<size blowers for orchard 
work were mostly one-man operated 
Several of them were truck mounted 
although one model was mounted o;

Various phases of mist blower 
plication were discussed during th 
second day of the conference by 
eleven scientists who have worked 
aspects of the system. Represent 
tives of the Rhode Island, New York 
Massachusetts and Connecticut agr; 
cultural experiment stations and tl 
United States Department of Agri 
culture presented talks 

Skill, experience and careful tim 
ing in operating the blowers for su 
cessful control were stressed by Ds 
Roger B. Friend, chief entomolog 
at the station, and S. F. Potts, -_ 
presented the opening addresses. For 
best control of pests, Mr. Potts said 
the insecticide must reach the crown 
of the trees, which necessitates 
careful and slow spraying. He point 
ed out that as much actual insecticide 
must reach the trees with mist blow 
ers as with any other method of ap 
plication; it is only the volume of 
liquid mixture that is cut down. Mix 
tures must be adapted to the ap 
paratus. 

R. A. Spencer, of the station, dis 
cussed some of the mechanics of 
blowers, such as nozzle arrangement 
devices for drainage, types of strain 
ers and signal systems for blowers 
that require two operators. He 
stressed the importance of properly 
cleaning the blower parts after use 
to prevent harmful residues. 

Advantages and disadvantages of 
mist blowers from the practical tree 
man’s standpoint were discussed by 
Oscar F. Warner, Waterbury. Mr 
Warner, who uses both blowers and 
convenitonal spray apparatus in his 
tree protective work, said that he had 
found the cost of using a blower t 
be a little more than one-half that « 
operating a hydraulic sprayer. H 
attributed this to more rapid opera 
tion and savings in labor, material 
and amount of equipment needed 
One of the disadvantages of th 
blower, he said, is that the numbe 
of insecticidal formulations that 
be used in it are, as yet, limited 

Dr. F. L. Howard, chief plant 
pathologist, Rhode Island experiment 
station, said that blowers, 
were not well adapted to disease con’ 
trol work. Mechanics and materials 
have not been worked out sufficiently 
to make them applicable in this case 
because coverage obtained by mist 
blower application is not 
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suficient for disease control. Also, 
the margin between the toxicity of a 
material to disease and its toxicity to 
plants is a narrow one. Dr. Howard 
suggested that more work in physical 
chemistry needed to be done to find 
fungicides that could be used effec 
tively and safely in blowers. 

Research on blower application for 
control of orchard pests was discussed 
by Dr. K. G. Parker, plant patholo- 
gist, Cornell University agricultural 
experiment station, Ithaca, N. Y-.: 
Dr. Philip Garman, entomologist, 
Connecticut agricultural experiment 
station, and Dr. J. L. Brann, en 
tomologist, Hudson Valley fruit in 
vestigations laboratory, Poughkeep 
sie, N. Y. They reported good con 
trol of curculio, mites, apple maggots 
and scab with the blower. Dr. Brann 
said that he had found the blower 
more satisfactory for applying dor 
mant sprays than conventional spray 
ers, but said there was some danger 
of burning with high concentrations 

Dr. W. B. Becker, entomologist, 
Massachusetts agricultural experi- 
ment station, discussed toxicity to 
plants of DDT sprays applied by mist 
blower and said that in his experi 
ments he had seen little damage when 
insecticides were used at ordinary 
concentrations. 

Dr. B. H. Wilford, entomologist, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, New Jersey, and Dr. George 
H. Plumb, Connecticut agricultural 
experiment station, discussed mist 
blower application of DDT for con- 
trol of the elm bark beetle. High 
amounts of the insecticide, they 
agreed, must be used for effective 
control. Dr. Wilford suggested three 
pounds of DDT for a large tree. Dr. 
Plumb reported that DDT applica- 
tions with the mist blower had been 
satisfactory for gypsy moth control 





IOW A-ARKANSAS 
SHIPPING AGREEMENT. 

Nursery stock may now be moved 
between Iowa and Arkansas without 
any restrictions except that each 
shipment must bear the inspection 
certificate of the state of origin, un 
der an agreement between Dr. H. M 
Harris, Iowa state entomologist, and 
the Arkansas state plant board. The 
agreement provides that equivalent 
methods of nursery inspection shall 
be used and sets up other safeguards 
to protect the interests of each state. 
It does not apply, however, to the 
licensing of agents or of nurserymen 
or dealers who go into the other state 
to solicit orders 

Other states with which Arkansas 
has such agreements are Missovri 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
hama and Georgia.

RAILROAD FREIGHT 
MOVEMENT RESTRICTED. 


Effective March 30, a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent in coal-burning 
freight locomotive service mileage 
was ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Approximately 
sixty-seven per cent of all freight is 
handled by coal-burning locomotives, 
so that actual reduction in freight 
movement is about seventeen per cent 
instead of twenty-five per cent. Cer- 
tain preferences and priorities were 
established for commodities directly 
related to the public welfare. The 
railroads were authorized to place em 
bargoes to implement the order 

Because of the need for 
freight service to the nursery indus 
try at this time, Richard P. White, 
executive secretary of the American 
Association of Nurserymen, _ tel 
graphed on- March 26 to Warren 
Kendall, chairman of the car service 
division of the American Association 
of Railroads, advising him that any 
freight embargo on nursery stock 
now would jeopardize the entire 
year’s business for the nursery indus 
try, as April and May are the heavy 
trafic months during which the bulk 
of annual business is consummated 
over the country. Inability to make 
delivery now would not only mean 
loss of this season’s business but also 
loss of the commodity itself because 
of the perishable nature of nursery 
stock and inability to hold it over 
until next planting season. 

In his reply, Mr. Kendall said that 
if there was any evidence of inte: 
ference with nursery stock ship 
ments, he would do what he could 
to help. He said it was hoped that 
the railroads could accomplish the 
reduction in freight service without 
placing any general freight embar 
goes and would limit any such action 
to commodities which do not need 
shipment at the present time

Aesculus Parviflora. 


Plant materials which have unusual 
characteristics are always in demand. 
The bottle-bush buckeye, Aesculus 
parviflora, is such a shrub. A large 
spreading shrub, eight to twelve feet 
in height at maturity, it spreads by 
suckers and prostrate stems to form 
massive clumps, twenty feet or more 
across. It is a native of the south, 
from South Carolina to Alabama and 
Florida, but it is hardy as far north 
as northern New York and in cor- 
responding zones. 

The leaves are palmately com- 
pound with five to seven, nearly ses- 
sile leaflets. five to six inches long 
They are rather light green above 
and somewhat hairy beneath. 

The outstanding characteristic of 
the bottle-bush buckeye is its attrac 
tive flowers, produced in mid-July 
when few other shrubs or trees are 
in flower. The flowers are produced 
in upright panicles eight to twelve 
inches long. The _pink-anthered 
stamens are longer than the petals, 
and this characteristic is a further 
interesting feature of the plant. 

Aesculus parviflora does well in a 
wide range of soil types, but it does 
best in moist, slightly acid soil and 
in partial shade around Columbus, O 

If the bottle-bush buckeye is used 
in the right locations it will need little 
pruning. It is best used where it 
has ample room to spread. If it is 
planted in restricted locations the 
suckering habit may become objec- 
tionable and considerable pruning 
will be required. Propagation may 
be easily accomplished by layering or 
with root cuttings or seeds. 

Aesculus parviflora is best used in 
groups or masses as borders or sepa 
rate clumps on large private places 
or in parks. A little shade and a 
moist soil are preferred. The yellow 
fall color adds an interesting autumn 


effect. : c. c.

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Anthony Berg. 


Anthony Berg, associate plant 
pathologist at the University of West 
Virginia and nurseryman, died Feb- 
ruary 15 at his home at Morgan- 
town, W. Va. He was 59 years old. 
Mr. Berg was a member of the Amer- 
ican Phytopathological Society, a 
charter member of the university 
chapter of Sigma Xi and a charter 
member of the West Virginia Nurs- 
erymen’s Association. 

A native of Wisconsin, Mr. Berg 
received the degrees of bachelor of 
science and master of science at the 
University of Wisconsin before going 
to the University of West Virginia 
in 1913, as assistant plant pathologist. 
In 1924 he returned to the University 
of Wisconsin, where he studied under 
the eminent plant pathologist, Dean 
L. R. Jones 

Mr. Berg was well known for his 
studies of such plant diseases as late 
blight of potato and tomato, cedar- 
apple rust and apple bark diseases. 
In collaboration with Dr. N. J. Gid- 
dings, he issued a number of pub- 
lications on the apple-cedar rust and 
developed a strain of the Virginia 
cedar which was immune to the dis- 
ease and which bears his name. His 
studies of a serious disease of apple 
bark led to the isolation of a fungus 
causing bark necrosis, which was 
known as black pox. This fungus 
was described and named by Mr. 
Berg. Since 1934, with the assistance 
of his wife, he studied remaining 
phases of this problem and had prac- 
tically completed the work at the 
time of his death. 

Nurserymen were better acquaint 
ed with Mr. Berg through his selec- 
tion and hybridization of azaleas and 
rhododendrons. In this work, begun 
in 1913, he had traveled into the re- 
motest sections of West Virginia to 
find beautiful and unusual variations 
of the species native to West Vir- 
ginia. These selections were planted 
in his nursery and, when in bloom, 
present a spectacular display. His 
collection of the native flame azalea, 
Rhododendron calendulaceum, is es- 
pecially noteworthy and valuable. 

Mr. Berg carried on extensive hy- 
bridization of this and other species 
of rhododendrons. In these studies 
he was attempting to develop the in- 
tensity of color and size of bloom, 
to establish the flower shape and to 
incorporate the odor of the flame 
azalea, and to develop a long succes- 
sion of blooms on individual plants 
and a variation in the time of bloom

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


SOCIAL SECURITY. 

Some years ago there was consid- 
erable question as to whether the 
employees of nurseries were entitled 
to benefits under the federal old age 
pension act and the companion state 
unemployment acts. At that time, 
after the successful exclusion of our 
agricultural employees, one of the 
associations boasted of the amount 
that it had saved nurseries and florists. 
I remarked in these columns at that 
time that’ it was nothing to brag 
about. Admittedly, the vital question 
at that time was the maintenance of 
our status as an agricultural industry. 

Now there is considerable senti- 
ment in Congress to include all agri- 
cultural workers under at least the 
pension act. It is now to be hoped 
that our several associations will lead 


a strong fight for this amendment. 
Why should our employee not be 
entitled to a pension as well as any 
1 se J . “or : 
other workman? It would certainly 
add to our ability to hire and keep 
desirable employees. We have heard 
many complaints during and after the 


war of our difficulty in obtaining 
skilled help in competition with other 
industries. Even now the National 
Lands¢ ape Nurserymen’s Association 
is giving much consideration to meth- 
ods of furnishing year-around em- 
ployment, the better to enable its 
members to keep good employees 
(It is true that landscape labor is 
covered by social security.) All of 
these things indicate that it ae 
be to our benefit as well as that of 
our employees 

There certainly can be no argu- 
ment to the contrary that our em- 
ployees should be beneficiaries of the 
unemployment acts, for if there ever 


was a seasonal business, it is ours, 
although, as mentioned before, we 
are finding it necessary to go out of 


our way to make it as near full year 
iround employment as possible 

These sentiments purposely ignore 
the fact that there is a percentage of 
drones that has been developed 
particularly by the unemployment act 
We are interested in obtaining these 
benefits for the men that have given 
us years of faithful service, for tl 
good men that we hope to hire and 
keep in the future, and after all most 
of our men are of this type. These 
men should not be penalized for the 
few that do not pull their share of 
the load. 


It is also true that work in a nurs- 
ery does not generally burn a man 
out by middle age as it does in some 
industries. On the other hand, if a 
man serves well until he is 65 or 70, 


he should at least be-given the choice . 


of working or retiring. Nurserymen 
should make an effort to have their 
employees covered by these benefits 
and not remain passively on the side 
lines during the discussion.

vania state farm show is a sight to be 
seen at least once.

PLAN BETTER STANDARDS 
FOR LANDSCAPE PLANTING.

“We have asked many qualified 
Ibservers if they could suggest an- 
ther or better solution. None has 
been offered. Noncommercial horti- 
ulturists, our market, are enthusiastic 
for the plan.

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Florida Notes 


DRAWING THE PUBLIC. 


Mulford B. Foster, who operates 
a landscape and nursery business un 
der the title of Tropical Arts, at 
Orlando, Fla., is successful in ob 
taining public notice in a variety of 
ways. The front of his office and 
home, on an old residential street 
next to the main business thorough 
fare, is planted to live up to the firm 
name. In greenhouses adjoining the 
nursery sales ground in the rear is 
his collection of bromeliads, said to 
be the largest in the world, and a 
good many orchids. “The Orchid 
ero,” as the greenhouses are called, 
is open to the public Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons at 25 cents per 
head, when Mr. Foster lectures in 
terestingly. 

He is a botanist of note, and his 
book about his travels in Brazil, pub 
lished in 1945, is in its third printing 
Some rare things he collected are 
growing in the greenhouses and gar- 
den. Last month a beautiful yellow- 
flowering tree, now about eighteen 
feet high, was pictured in the Or 
lando evening newspaper and at 
tracted many visitors; Mr. Foster 
brought it as a seedling from Brazil 
in 1939, and it has been tentatively 
identified as Tabebuia obscura 

In addition, Mr. Foster assists the 
local garden clubs and contributes in 
generous fashion to their shows 





MEMORIAL NURSERY. 


Competition springs from many 
sources, but a new one is believed to 
be that reported in the following 
newspaper account from Eustis, Fla 

“In less than six months the Eustis 
Rotary Club’s Memorial Nursery has 
been established as a going concern 
and an effective force for city beau 
tification. 

“The nursery, a nonprofit organ 
ization, was formed last fall by club 
members, who raised $3,500 to get 
it started. 

“They took over a one-acre vacant 
lot on South Bay street, hired an ex 
perienced manager and have already 
developed it into as attractive a small 
nursery as you would wish to see 

“The vacant lot is no longer an 
eyesore but a beauty spot. 

“The club’s project, however, does 
not stop there, because any profits 
earned by the nursery are to be used 
for buying ornamental trees and 
shrubs to plant on city streets 

“How soon this work can be un 
dertaken depends on the nursery’s 


sales, which, according to Bryant 
Fugate, manager, have so far been 
encouraging. 

‘Fugate, who came to Eustis last 
November 1 from Boca Grande, 
where he had been a landscape con- 
tractor for twelve years, said he was 
still engaged in trying to build up the 
nursery’s stock. 

“Although the nursery is a civic 
enterprise, its prices are not cut-rate. 

“Hugh Geiger, prominent Lake 
county farmer, is chairman of the 
nursery’s board of directors. The 
nursery is a memorial to Paul Harris, 
founder of Rotary International, who 
died a year ago.” 





LABELING RARE TREES. 


Alongside the Courthouse at Or- 
lando, Fla., is a huge tree, with big 
leaves and flowers that look like a 
limp white day lily about which 
slender yellow banana peels have un- 
folded. Of course, it is the subject 
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of queries by tourists and residents 
alike. Adjacent is a bronze tablet 
stating that the tree is Pterospermum 
acerifolium, the chocolate or cacao 
tree from India, planted in that lo- 
cation—before the Courthouse was 
erected—in 1892. The tablet was 
placed by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 

Such official markings should be 
more common. Nothing else stimu 
lates interest and produces definite in- 
formation so much in those persons 
not yet educated in tree lore. The 
job should not be left to the D. A. R., 
a historical organization. Garden 
clubs and civic organizations should 
use these opportunities. Nurserymen 
should point them out for the local 
bodies to act upon.

COLLEGE ERECTS NEW 
HORTICULTURAL BUILDINGS. 


The city of San Francisco, Calif., 
which has been famous for many 
years for its Golden Gate park, has 
realized further progress in the field 
of horticulture with the opening 
March 29 of the new horticultural 
buildings, erected by City College of 
San Francisco on the east campus 
in Balboa park. 

Included in the buildings is a 40x 
100-foot main hall, constructed of 
concrete and wood, which has office 
space, a boiler room, a conference 
room, a classroom and a dressing 
room, in addition to a potting shed, 
soil and pot racks, a toolroom, soil 
bins and engineers’ tables to be used 
by classes in landscape design. 

There is also a 50x70-foot redwood 
lath house twelve feet high, the posts 
of which are set in concrete. The 
walks are graveled, and plants are 
set in shavings and moss. 

The outstanding feature is the 30x

MOVE SHERWOOD NURSERY. 


An initial planting of several hun- 
dred thousand choice evergreens and 
50,000 Noble firs for Christmas trees 
is being made this spring at the new 
location of the Sherwood Nursery 
Co. on Section Line road, east of 
Portland, Ore. Formerly located on 
the Mount Hood highway, twenty 
five miles east of Portland, the firm 
is now in the process of moving its 
stock to the new 80-acre tract, situ 
ated on the main route to the resorts 
on Mount Hood which connects with 
major highways to eastern, northern 
and southern sections of Oregon. 

While the former nursery was 
situated at an elevation of 1,200 feet, 
the new farm has improved soil and 
climatic conditions that are consid 
ered more suitable for the kinds of 
broad-leaved and coniferous ever 
greens grown by the firm. Native 
evergreens, including firs, alpine and 
western hemlocks, Alaskan cedar 
pines and rhododendrons, grow in the 
hills, which the company considers 
a promising indication for the pro 
duction of 400 varieties of cultivated 
nursery stock, among which are orig- 
inations of the firm such as Sherwood 
orchid and cerese azaleas, dwarf 
ibelia, Multnomah spruce and Sher 
wood heather. There are also Golden 
Noble firs and blood-red azaleas, 
which have not yet been introduced 
in the trade. 

One of the difficult tasks will be 
the moving of choice and valuable 
propagating stock which the com- 
pany has assembled during a period 
of thirty years.

BORDEAUX SPRAY INJURES 
PEACH TREES IN OREGON. 


A Bordeaux 84-100 spray to con 
trol peach blight caused by Coryneum 
beijerincki, C. carpophilum, and 
dieback, applied to 
trees in Oregon 
riety is picked, before the fall rains 
begin and in September, has been 
found to be injurious to the trees 
sprayed, according to a report from 
the Oregon agricultural experiment 
station, Corvallis, published in the 
February 15 issue of the Plant Disease 
Reporte 

During October and November, 
1947, sprayed trees had dark red to 
black lesions on the dark-colored side 
of the new wood. These lesions 
varied in size from a pin point to one 
juarter of an inch in diameter and in 
number from a few per foot to com 
plete coverage.

The 
three twigs with lesions had been 
sprayed with Bordeaux in September, 
but the other twig was from a 2-year 
id tree that had not been sprayed 

Nine nurseries in the Willamette 
valley of Oregon were visited No 
vember 19 and 20, and seedlings and 
2-year-old peach trees were inspected 
Seedlings were inspected at five nurs 
eries, two of which had sprayed with 
Bordeaux, two had not sprayed and 
one had dusted with ninety per cent 
sulphur and ten per cent Fermate 
Lesions were abundant on the Bor 
deaux-sprayed seedlings, but no 
lesions were noted on the unsprayed 
wr dusted seedlings. Of the 2-year 
old trees inspected at the nine nurs 
eries, one nursery had trees sprayed 
with Bordeaux and unsprayed trees. 
two others had Bordeaux-sprayed 
trees and six others had unsprayed 
trees. Bordeaux-sprayed trees all had 
typical lesions, whereas no lesions 
were noted on the unsprayed trees 
Slappey, a variety favored by hom« 
canners in Oregon, seems to be espe 
cially susceptible to this injury. 

The lesions are dark red to black 
in color and do not extend into th 
wood. The epidermis may be som« 
what blistered, and when it is r 
moved a red-purple color is noted 
Some lesions are tan in color, which 
is especially common on the Slappey 
variety. 

Isolations were attempted from 
forty-two lesions found on seedlings 
and 2-year-old trees. Thirty-five of 
the plants were sterile, fusarium sp< 
cies were isolated from five and alte: 
naria species from two plantings 
These are believed to 
organisms. 

Some 2-year-old peach trees from 
another nursery were inspected Ni 
vember 24 and were found to hav 
typical lesions. They had_ been 
sprayed with Bordeaux in September 
An inspection November 26 of un 
sprayed 2-year-old trees from still an 
ther nursery disclosed no lesions. 

Observations indicate that it would 
be desirable to test further the pos 
sible injurious effects of Bordeaux 
when applied as an early fall spray 
for peach blight. It is believed, how 
ever, that enough evidence has been 
gathered to justify the assumption 
that this spray is causing more injury 
than good.

the stock properly before it can 
offered for sale, and let nurserymen 
refuse to sell them stock unless they 
will agree to resell it at a proper, 
legitimate profit without cut prices 
and bargain sales. If they will not 
agree to sell nursery stock in an 
ethical manner, then there should be 
some way to stop them from obtain 
ing a license. Nurserymen are not 
afraid of legitimate competition, but 
it is time that the gates were closed 
to the chiselers and the dabblers 
The subject of this paper was to 
be the supply of fruit stocks available 
for 1948 and 1949 and possibly for 
1950. Well, I am coming to that 
It correlates with what I have said 
“Know thy business better.” Do not 
guess any more than is necessary 
Nurserymen should find out what 
the supply of stock is likely to be, 
and govern themselves accordingly

perficial examination of the plant 
might lead to the conclusion that it 
is a small S. sieboldi, and that would 
not be far wrong, for it is closely 
allied to that species. However, it 
can be distinguished from sieboldi 
by the most careless observer, not 
only because of its smaller stature, 
but also by its toothed, narrow lance- 
olate leaves and terminal heads of 
pale pink flowers on 3-inch stems in 
July and August. The plant is en- 
tirely distinct from any other sedum 
and is highly ornamental. It never 
grows out of bounds; a plant’ 15 years 
old in my garden is not over eight 
inches across and is never unsightly 


Apios Tuberosa. 


“Where a climber of medium 
height is wanted, the groundnut, 
Apios tuberosa, will be found use 
ful.” I remember that quotation 
from some of my earliest reading in 
garden literature, although I have 
long since forgotten the author. In 
recent years I have been searching 
gardens to see if Apios tuberosa is 
used and regret to say that few of th 
plants have been found. I remember 
one occasion when the plant was 
used on a dividing fence. This situa 
tion and using the plant on trellises 
are not at all appropriate to the Apios 
tuberosa. But it does make a pleasing 
picture when it is climbing over 
low bush, and its brownish flowers are 
most unusual. Everything about the 
plant—its rarity in gardens and nurs 
eries, its lovely foliage, its unusual 
flowers and its growth habits—leads 
one to believe that it would be a good 
item for the neighborhood grower 
who includes wild garden enthusiasts 
among his clientele 

The floras tells us that it is found 
in low swampy ground, which is true 
so far as it goes. However, I have 
found it growing lustily on dry ledges 
along the Ohio river and have ob 
served it covering witch-hazel bushes 
in dry sandy soil, which indicates 
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that it is a versatile plant, ready to 
adapt itself to most conditions. It is 
an herbaceous climber, growing from 
small tubers, that are good to eat and 
are the basis for its common name, 
groundnut. The plant sometimes 
srows as tall as eight feet; more often 
it is not over half that high. The 
brownish flowers, designed in the 
same manner as most legumes, come 
in racemes in the leaf axils during 
July and August and are followed 
by beanlike pods. A. tuberosa may be 
vrown from seeds and more readily 
from tubers. The latter may lose 
their vitality if allowed to remain out 
of the ground over the winter; so 
they should be stored in slightly 
moist soil. 


Thalictrum Sulphureum. 


As everyone who has done any 
amount of garden planting knows, 
the composites of late summer, es 
pecially the heavy ones, present real 
probiems if one is to use them har- 
moniously. Through the years | 
have been looking for plants which 
may be used to lighten that heavi- 
ness, and I have found a great many 
Not the least desirable of them is a 
plant known in nurseries as Thalic 
trum sulphureum. I do not locate 
my notes on this plant at the mo 
ment, but I believe that it was re 
ported at the time of its introduction 
years ago that it was one of Le 
moine’s hybrids of unstated parent 
age. At any rate the plant is a 
splendid one to have in the summer 


border in July and August, for its 
pretty thalictrum foliage and im 
mense panicles of sulphur-yellow 


flowers on stems up to five feet in 
height cover a multitude of sins of 
commission as well as omission. As 
a matter of fact, any thalictrum, 
whether it blooms or not at that time, 
might be useful in this role for its 
foliage effects alone. As an example, 
if you can grow Yunnan meadow 
rue, T. dipterocarpum, there is noth 
ing better to relieve the heavy effects 
which are so often present in situa- 
tions where composites are used to 
any extent.

erage nurseryman cannot buy red 
cedar seeds and grow his own seed. 
lings. Many good nurserymen have 

failed repeatedly in trying to get the 

seeds to grow even when they have 
given them the best of care and have 
employed the most scientific methods 

Mr. Raisor is an old woodsman, al- 
though he is comparatively young. 
and possesses a great deal of practical 
information that would be of value 
to any propagator. 

He explained that the red cedar 
seed is covered with a thick, tough 
layer of matter that will not decay 
when exposed to the weather. He 
told of seeing many a native cedar 
tree, beneath which the ground “was 
blue with seed, but nary a seedling 
coming up under it.” 

According to Mr. Raisor, a 
must first be in a location where seeds 
are eaten by a bird or fowl before a 
grower may expect it to germinate 
Many disappointments occur, he said. 
because nurserymen do not under 
stand this secret of nature. While 
some persons consider the idea ridicu- 
lous and waste many dollars’ worth 
of valuable seeds trying to disprove 
the theory, the cedar trees continue 
to come up in fields and in thickets 
frequented by birds. 

After the understocks are ready for 
grafting, the scions are taken from 
thrifty-growing stock that has been 
in the field rows for two years only 
Older stock will not callus readily, 
while younger stock will wilt and re 
sult in a loss of money. When the 
callusing is well along toward com 
pletion, another third is cut off the 
top of the understock seedling, leav 
ing it to carry one-third of its original 
top length. Just before shipping time 
in April or May, the remaining third 
is removed and cut off just above the 
place where the plant was grafted 
Ordinary cotton string that has been 
treated with beeswax is used to tic 
the grafts, since it is preferable to 
rubber strips. When asked why cot 
ton string is preferred, Mr. Martin 
explained that the string was easier 
to take off after the growth of the 
graft began and also that “it all de 
pends upon what you are accustomed 
to using.” 

Extra sash is used to cover the 
benches to hasten the callusing 
process. The glass sections are raised 
from 8 to 11 o'clock each morning for 
ventilation and to prevent too soft a 
growth. They are used to cause 
sweating process, which stimulates 
growth in the scion. 

Cuttings are handled in the con- 
ventional manner, but Mr. Raisor 
offered a sensible warning in the 
handling of Biota aurea nana. Many 
growers attempt to secure large

plants at the outset by using large 
cuttings, especially ones with thick 
stems. According to Mr. Raisor, this 
isa mistake. It slows down the root 
ing process as well as the callusing 
ind stunts the growth of the plant 
ifter it has been lined out in the field 
The Biota aurea nana cuttings, Mr 
Raisor said. should be as small as 
possible, since they will root more 
quickly and continue fast growth 
through the early development of the 
individual plant, eventually making a 
salable and sizable grade in less time 
than any plants started from heavy 
cuttings. A close inspection of a 
block of 1,100 Biota aurea nana from 
small cuttings emphatically proved 
this point. The plants had been in 
field rows for two years. All except 
six could be graded in the 15 to 18- 
inch class. Four of the six were above 
this grade, while two were below the 
werage in grade but were above 
twelve inches

JAP BEETLE CONTROL. 

As a result of the trapping and 
scouting for beetles in cities, towns, 
plant-growing establishments and air 
fields in sections of the United States 
outside the areas under federal quar- 
antine during 1947, only a limited 
extension of the area regulated under 
federal quarantine will be needed this 
year, according to a report of the 
bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine, United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture. The additions 
to the area regulated under federal 
quarantine will be the remaining un 
regulated areas in Charles, St. Marys 
and Allegany counties in Maryland: 
the town of Irondequoit in Monroe 
county, New York, and all of King 
George county, the district of Port 
Royal in Carolina county and the dis- 
trict of Madison in Orange county, 
Virginia. It is proposed that addi- 
tional small isolated areas be placed 
under state quarantine and that the 
regulations be carried out coopera 
tively with federal supervision. The 
ity of Huntington and Central town 
ship in Doddridge county, West Vir 
ginia, have already been placed under 
state regulation. 

All of the definite and continuous 
infestations and most of the isolated 
infested areas are under federal regu 
lation. Some of the less significant 
isolated areas where beetle collections 
have been made are regulated by state 
quarantines. Between $85,000 and 
$90,000 will be spent during the 
present calendar year by state and 
other nonfederal cooperating agencies 
for trapping and treatment.

with our nursery stock. We advertise 
them extensively, and besides being 
a profitable item they bring in many 
customers who not only buy bulbs 
but evergreens and plants as well 
Dutch bulbs are a foolproof item, and 
customers are usually so pleased with 
their success with these bulbs that 
many return in the spring for other 
plant material. I think bulb selling is 
an excellent tie-in business. 

Bulbs in our area are 
offered at so much per dozen. 

In order to increase our volume 
and eliminate some of the handling 
in the sale of bulbs, I had one of the 
growers pack fifty bulbs in a box t 
sell at a reasonable price. The first 
year we tried this, which was imme 
diately after the war, we had simply 
a plain cardboard box with a picture 
pasted on it. Even with that we sold 
50,000 of them. This past fall our 
resourceful Dutch friend produced an 
unusually attractive box, and we sold 
100,000 of them. Many people 
bought these boxes as gifts. 

We attempted the same thing with 
crocuses, but for some unknown rea 
son they were not so good an item as 
the tulips, and we were left with 
many on our hands. This instance 
brings up a painful subject. In the 
business of merchandising one cannot 
always guess correctly. Anyone han- 
dling large quantities must do a cer- 
tain amount of gambling and be pre- 
pared to take a loss when necessary. 

While garden tractors, tools and 
supplies will keep, nursery stock must 
be sold within a short time. Stock 
which does not sell may include both 
items which do not measure up to 
our usual standards and are perhaps 
overpriced as well as some first-class 
stock which has been offered at the 
right price. In order to dispose of 
this unsold nursery stock all ever- 
greens are repriced at the end of 
thirty days, and if in another thirty 
days the plants still have not sold, 


generally 


we contact some of the local land 
scape gardeners and sell to them at 
cost, or less than cost if necessary 


This usually solves the problem, but 
there are always a few exceptions, and 
these plants go into the bargain bay 
at an extremely low price regardless 
of original cost. This method enables 
us to keep our stock fresh at all 
times. 

It is most important to keep stock 
articular 


moving, as evergreens in p 

lose their sales appeal when they start 
to brown on the inside and the bur 
lap rots on the outside 

Speaking of burlap, which 

important item, we use Dutch bur 
lap exclusively, except for large 
plants. Ordinarily, Dutch burlap will 
rot in three or four weeks. Last 
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spring we dipped some Dutch bur 
lap in Cuprinol and used it on some 
evergreens. The burlap remained in 
perfect condition even after six 
months, and from now on all our bur- 
lap will be dipped in Cuprinol. 


I have another household hint; in 


uur lath house and sales bays this 
year we shall use crushed stone. In 
the past we have used peat moss, not 
-overing the ball, but just having the 
slant standing on two or three inches 
of peat moss. Asa result of the rainy 
season and the usual amount of water- 
ing we must do, the balls are likely 
to be soft and muddy, not too nice 
:n item to put in new cars. I have 
found that by using a _ fine-mesh 
crushed stone we may overcome that 
problem completely 

At this point I should like to say 
1 few words about Christmas trees 
ind wreaths, which are important 
items in our business. We have our 
trees cut along the northern Maine 
coast under our own supervision and 
idvertise that “every tree is a perfect 
tree." We come as near to that state 
ment as is humanly possible. Some 
years ago we found it necessary to 
establish our own wreath factory at 
Belfast, Me., in order to make a high 
quality uniform wreath. We now sell 
thousands of these wreaths, both 
wholesale and retail. Location at the 
source of supply minimized our costs, 
ind today we are one of the largest 
producers of balsam fir wreaths in 
New England. 

I believe that in a general way | 
have covered our methods of mer 
chandising. At our firm, we realize 
that we do not know all the answers 
in regard to merchandising, but | 
assure you that we shall be constantly 
exploring and trying to improve our 
operations so that we may better 
serve the public and ourselves 

As you may see, ours is a diversi 
fied business and our personnel, of 
necessity, must be diversified. Our 
mployees are thoroughly familiar 
with every phase of our business, in- 
cluding nursery stock, cut flowers, 
garden tractors and even Christmas

root or underground stem left in the 
soil will in a season or two regenerate 
the whole plant. On the other hand 
it seems to be a common experience 
that large plants set in gardens often 
die as the result of transplanting 
From this it would seem that the way 
to transplant, or even increase the 
bayberry is to handle dormant di- 
visions of the underground portions 
of the plant and to let the top growth 
develop in the new planting site, as 
itsoon will. Perhaps this advice may 
not hold in all quarters, but personal 
xperience has revealed the bayberry 
to be a plant capable of withstanding 
bout as much abuse as a plant can 
It should be remembered that in 
order to secure crops of the gray, 
waxy berries, it is necessary to have a 
plant of the less attractive male form 
near by. 

Far less easy to handle is the sweet 
fern, Comptonia peregrina, which on 
sandy, sunny banks can form one of 
the most attractive of covers. One 
possible explanation for much of the 
bad luck which has attended the de 
cline of this particular plant is that, 
in the past, it has been customary to 
ollect fairly large plants from the 
vild instead of starting off with 
younger material grown with even 
tual resetting in mind. When han- 
dled satisfactorily, the sweet fern, 
with its loose-branching, aromatic, 
fernlike leaves, can advance quickly 
over a well drained area to present a 
graceful mass up to four feet or s 
in height. 

Still another American plant for 
banks, slopes and similar semiwild 
areas is the shrubby cinquefoil, Po 
tentilla fruticosa.
